DETAILED ACTION 
Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's preliminary' amendment filed on February 6, 
2002, which ha been entered as paper number 5. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 1 and 2. 

• Claims 1-2 remain pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set fortli in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject maUer as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. PatenUbility shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the patent issued 
to Izawa et a! (PN. 5,626,703) in view of the patent issued to Shikama et al (PN. 5,982,538). 

Izawa et al teaches a stereoscopic image display system that is comprised of a left/right image 
generator {\, Figures L 24 and 25) for alternatively generating picture signals that are intended for right 
eye and left eye. The right eye pictures are the odd number image fields that are transmitted to a right 
projection device (50R, Figure 20) and the left eye pictures are the even number image fields that are 
transmitted to a left projection device (50L). Izawa et al teaches that a changeover circuit (2, Figure 25) 
can be used to select the left-eye or right-eye image signals, (please see column U lines 20-23). Izawa et 
al teaches that the changeover circuit also has a separation circuit for separating color signals wherein an 
image processing means including a decoder for decoding (23, Figure 3) the image picture signals may be 
applied to the left-eye and right eye picture signals. Izawa et al further teaches that the decoder produces 
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vertically and horizontally scanning image signals that may be stored in frame memory (26a and 26b, 
Figure 3). This implies that periodically scanning is used to produce the image signals for projection. 
Shikama et al in the same field of endeavor also explicitly teaches a light valve for an image projector 
has right image frame memory and left image frame memory for storing the right and left image field 
respectively wherein a scanning unit (40, Figure 3) is used to periodically scan the memory frames to 
generate the right and left image signals for projections. It would then have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to apply the explicit teachings of Shikama et al to provide image memory frames for left eye image 
and right eye image respectively and scanning circuit for scanning the frame memory in order to produce 
efficiently the image signals for projection.
